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wea EXPLANATORY TEXT 


There was a slight decline in the number of initial and renewal claims 
received in January (261,661) compared to the total of 276,454 for December. In 
the Atlantic provinces the number of claims recorded for January exceeded that 
shown for December, while for the rest of Canada the claims showed a falling 
off. The figure for January 1955 was 309,999, 


A total of 476,946 regular and seasonal benefit claimants had an 
unemployment register in the live file as at January 31, comprising 382,287 
males and 94,659 females, This represents an increase over the 388,129 (306,988 
males and 81,141 females) claimants recorded on December 30, 1955 but is sub- 
stantially below the figure of 586,768 (476,464 males and 110,304 females) for 
January ai 1955. 


Adjudicating centres disposed of 294,715 initial and renewal claims, 
and in 179,779 of these cases, the claimant was entitled to benefit. The total 
number of claims on which the claimant was not entitled to benefit (including 
disqualifications arising from revised and seasonal benefit claims) was 123,487, 
and of these 105,195 or 85% were in respect of claimants who failed to establish 
a regular benefit period, On table 5 it is shown that practically all of the 
claimants failing to establish a benefit period had their claims considered for 
seasonal benefit, but 25,550 of them failed to establish a benefit period under 
the seasonal benefit provisions. The chief reasons for disqualification were: 
“voluntarily left employment without just cause" 6,240 cases; and "not capable 
of and not available for work" 3,548 cases. 


New beneficiaries for regular and seasonal benefit during January 
numbered 266,822, compared to 268,914 in January 1955. During December 1955 the 
number of new beneficiaries for regular benefit was 107,597. 


A total of $24,632,203 was paid during January 1956 to both regular 
and seasonal claimants in compensation for 1,364,097 weeks; during January one 
year ago $28,372,412 was paid in compensation for 9,046,721 days. Regular 
benefit payments during December 1955 amounted to $11,942,873, 702,642 weeks 
and 4,532 days. 


The number of complete weeks compensated during January was 1,248,972; 
this constitutes 92% of the weeks compensated, Earnings in excess of the allow- 
able level for the weekly benefit rates accounted for 56% of the partial weeks, 
the balance being due to other causes, such as waiting period or disqualification. 


The estimated number of beneficiaries for regular and seasonal benefit 
per week during January 1956 was 313.3 thousand; this is compared to an estimated 
450.3 thousand persons for the week of January 29 to February 4, 1955. During 
December 1955 an estimated 162.6 thousand persons received weekly payments for 
regular benefit, 


Seasonal benefit: Commencing with the current month, benefit payment 
data are no longer segregated as to regular and seasonal, As a result informa- 
tion on benefit payments to seasonal claimants is not available separately, but 
is included in tables 6 - 9.

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During February a total of 185,016 initial and renewal claims for 


Unemployment Insurance benefit were received in local offices across Canada. 


This is a decline of 29% from the 261,661 claims recorded during January, and 
22% below the 236,847 claims received in February 1955, the reduction in the 
volume of claims being common to all provinces. 


The very large increase in the number of revised claims received 
during the month (166,543) was due to the recomputation of claims filed since 
October 1, 1955 on which a benefit period was not established. This procedure 
was introduced in order to interpret contributions made under the 1940 act in 


terms of a contribution week as defined under the 1955 Act i.e. on the basis of . 


_ the amount of contributions (or earnings) in a week rather than the number of 
days. 


On February 29 a total of 510,963 claimants for regular and seasonal 


benefit had their unemployment register in the live file, comprising 413,083 


males, and 97,880 females. This represents a 7% increment over the 476,946 


claimants (382,287 males and 94,659 females) recorded as at January 31, the in- 
crease, for the most part, occurring among the males. On February 28, 1955 the 
number of claimants having an unemployment register in the live file was 619,701 
(508,611 males and 111,090 females). 


A total of 201,048 initial and renewal claims were adjudicated during 


the month, entitlement to benefit being granted in 122,150 or 60% of the cases. 
(the footnote on page 4 contains information on the adjudication of revised 
claims). Of the 75,897 initial claims for which the decision was "not entitled 
to benefit" 68,414 or 90% failed to meet the basic contribution requirements, 


while in the case of the remaining 10% a benefit period was established but a 


| disqualification was imposed (these 68,414 claims were considered under the 
seasonal benefit regulations but 17,093 or 25% failed to establish a seasonal 


benefit period). The chief reasons for disqualification were: "voluntarily 
left employment without just cause", 7,049 cases; "not capable of and not 


available for work", 4,455 cases and "refused offer of work and neglected oppor- 


tunity to work" 2,697 cases. 


New beneficiaries for regular and seasonal benefit during the month 


numbered 173,759, as against 266,822 during January and 213,991 during February 


noo). 


A total of $32,188,102 was paid during February to both regular and 
seasonal beneficiaries in compensation for 1,733,650 weeks in comparison with 
$24,632,203 and 1,364,097 weeks during January and $34,897,486 and 11,068,140 
days during February 1955. 


Reduction in the claimant's maximum weekly benefit rate occurred very 
infrequently, only 7% of the weeks compensated (or 125,663 weeks) being reported 


as partial. During February, the proportion of partial weeks which were due to 


excess earnings stood at 54% as against 56% in January. 


The estimated number of beneficiaries for regular and seasonal benefit 


‘per week during February was 416.1 thousand, compared to 313.3 thousand during 
January and 489.5 thousand during February 1955.

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During March a total of 170,687 initial and renewal claims for 
Unemployment Insurance benefit were received in local offices across Canada. 
This is a slight decline (8%) from the 185,016 claims shown for February, but 
is substantially (30%) below the figure of 243,544 for March 1955. 


. Regular and seasonal benefit claimants having an unemployment 
register in the live file on March 29 totalled 511,073 (415,144 males and 
95,929 females), these totals being virtually unchanged from the 510,963 
(413,083 males and 97,880 females) claimants recorded on February 29..29/0n 
March 31, 1955 the number of such claimants was 605,180 (498,861 males and 

| 106,319 females). 


) A total of 176,734 initial and renewal claims were adjudicated 
during the month, entitlement to benefit being granted in 114,060 or 65% of 
_the cases. Of the 59,670 initial claims adjudicated as "not entitled", 51,789 
or 87% were on behalf of claimants who failed to establish a benefit period 
_because of insufficient contributions (these 51,789 claims were considered 
under the seasonal benefit provisions of the Act, but 10,748 or 21% failed to 
establish a seasonal benefit period). Disqualifications (including those 
arising from revised and from seasonal benefit claims) numbered 23,655, the 
chief reasons for disqualification being: "voluntarily left employment without 
just cause" 7,696 cases; "not capable of and not available for work" 4,960 
_cases and "refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to work" 3,880 
cases. 


New beneficiaries for regular and seasonal benefit totalled 
154,458 during March, compared to 173,759 during February and 222,627 during 
March 1955. 


During March a total of $38,167,352 was paid to both regular 
and seasonal beneficiaries in compensation for 2,008,060 weeks, in comparison 
with $32,188,102 and 1,733,650 weeks during February and $45,437,011 and 
14,449,841 days during March 1955. 


Ninety-three per cent of the weekly payments were in respect 
of ''complete weeks" i.e., weeks for which the claimants received the maximum 
weekly rate established for them. Of the 133,504 weeks classified as "partial", 
(i.e. the claimant received less than his maximum weekly rate) 78,484 or 59% 
were those during which the claimant had earnings in excess of the level allowed 
for his particular benefit rate. 


The estimated weekly number of beneficiaries for regular and 
seasonal benefit during March was 451.5 thousand, compared to 416.1 thousand 
during February and 512.5 thousand for March 1955.

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A total of 135,369 initial and renewal claims for Unemployment 
Insurance benefit were received in local offices across Canada during April. 
This is a decline of 21% from the 170,687 claims recorded during March, and 
12% below the total of 154,260 for April 1955. 


Claimants having an unemployment register in the "live file" 
on April 30 numbered 292,063 (228,257 males and 63,806 females). These are 
claimants for regular benefit only, no unemployment registers for seasonal 
benefit claimants being considered active subsequent to the end of the week in 
which the 15 April fell. On March 29, the active file totalled 511,073 (in- 
cluding 149,258 seasonal benefit), of which 415,144 were males and 95,929 were 
females. On April 29, 1955, regular claimants numbered 353,928 (284,328 males 
and 69,600 females). 


A total of 157,040 initial and renewal claims were adjudicated 
during April, comprising 96,902 "entitled to benefit" and 60,138 "not entitled"; 
the bulk of the latter (83%) were in respect of initial claims on which the 
minimum contribution requirements were not fulfilled. Disqualifications to- 
talled 19,913 (including those arising from revised and seasonal benefit 
claims), the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left employment without just 
cause" 6,690 cases; "not capable of and not available for work" 4,165 cases and 
"refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to work" 2,117 cases. 


New beneficiaries ior regular and seasonal benefit during April 
numbered 126,654, compared to 154,458 in March and 149,259 for April 1955. 


Total payments during April (in respect of regular and seasonal 
benefit) amounted to $33,201,609, in compensation for 1,743,909 weeks, in com- 
parison with $38,167,352 and 2,008,060 weeks during March. During April 1955, 
$33,775,066 was paid in compensation for 10,747,880 days. 


The number of complete weeks compensated was 1,628,025, consti- 
tuting 93% of the total weeks for which payment was made (1,743,909). Of the 
115,884 weeks classified as "partial" 71,931 or 62% were weeks during which 
the earnings reported by the claimant exceeded the level of allowable earnings 
for his particular benefit rate. 


The estimated weekly number of beneficiaries for regular and 
seasonal benefit during April was 415.2 thousand, compared to 451.5 thousand 
for March and 496.6 thousand for April 1955.

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During May, a total of 84,099 initial and renewal claims were re- 
corded at local offices of the Unemployment Insurance Commission across 
Canada, compared to 135,369 during April and 97,623 during May 1955. 


On May 31 the number of claimants having an unemployment register 
in the live file stood at 188,927 (132,145 males and 56,782 females), as 
against 292,063 (228,257 males and 63,806 females) on April 30, and 240,708 
(176,267 males and 64,441 females) on May 31, 1955. 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims during May totalled 
100,493, of which 66,712 were entitlements to benefit. Initial claims on 
which a benefit period was not established numbered 24,345, accounting for 
72% of the initial and renewal claims "not entitled". A total of 18,836 
disqualifications (including 9,184 arising from revised and 216 from sea- 
sonal benefit claims) were imposed, the chief reasons being: "voluntarily 
left employment without just cause" 5,604 cases; "not capable of and not 
available for work" 4,238 cases and "refused offer of work and neglected 
opportunity to work" 2,388 cases. 


The number of new beneficiaries during May was 78,232, compared 
to 126,654 during April and 94,663 during May 1955. 


Benefit payments amounted to $19,154,627 during May, in respect 
of 1,005,401 weeks, in comparison with $33,201,609, 1,743,909 weeks for 
April, and $20,016,815 and 6,388,940 days for May 1955. 


The number of complete weeks compensated was 919,555, constituting 
91% of the total weekly payments. Of the 85,846 weeks classified as partial, 
57,153 or about 67% were weeks during which the earnings reported by the 
claimant exceeded the level of allowable earnings for his particular benefit 
rate. 


The estimated weekly number of beneficiaries during May was 228.5 
thousand, compared to 415.2 thousand during April and 269.0 thousand during 
May 1955.

On June 29, unemployment registers in the "live file" numbered 
136,032 (82,287 males and 53,745 females), in comparison with 188,927 
(132,145 males and 56,782 females) on May 31 and 186,321 (125,793 males and 
60, 528 females) on June 30, 1955. 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims totalled 29,052, senti-=} 
ienent to benefit being granted in 42,453 or 72% of the cases. The number 
of "benefit periods not established" during June was 9,352, representing 63% 
of the initial claims on which the decision was "not entitled to benefit". 
Total disqualifications, (i.e., arising from initial, igang and revised 
claims) numbered 15,959, of which the chief reasons were: "not capable of 
and not available for work'' 4,166 cases; "voluntarily left employment without 
just cause" 3,841 cases and "refused offer of work and neglected opportunity 
to work" 3,028 cases. 


New beneficiaries for June numbered 43,403, in comparison with 
78, 232 during May and 64,865 for June 1955. 


Benefit payments amounted to $9,930,856 in respect of 538,014 weeks 
in June, $19,154,627 and 1,005,401 weeks during May and $12,645,439 and 
2,113,157. days,in June..1955.. 


Slightly under 90% of the weeks compensated were complete weeks of 
unemployment, i.e., weeks in which no reduction occurred in the claimants' 
maximum weekly rate. Excess earnings accounted for 69% of the partial weeks, 
the most important other reasons for deductions being "waiting period" or 
"disqualifications". 


The estimated number of beneficiaries per week during June was 
128. 1 thousand, 228.5 thousand for May and 170.4 thousand for June 1955.

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EXPLANATORY TEXT 
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A total of 73,547 initial and renewal claims for unemployment in- 
surancé benefit were recorded by local offices during July, compared to 
55,212 during June and 81,578 during July 1955. 


Claimants having an unemployment register in the "live file" nun- 
bered 138,467 (82,239 males and 56,228 females) on July 31, as against 
156 ,032 (82,287 males and 53,745 females) on June 29. On July 29, 1955, 
this total was 167,728 (108,034 males and 59,694 females). 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims during July totalled 
66,910, entitlement to benefit being granted in 50,091 or 75% of the cases. 
The number of "benefit periods not established" during July was 9,957, re- 
presenting 66% of the initial claims on which the decision was "not entitled 
to benefit". Total disqualifications (i.e., those arising from initial, 
renewal and revised claims) were 13,424, of which the chief reasons were: 
"voluntarily left employment without just cause'', 3,838 cases; "not capable 
of and not available for work", 3,811 cases and "refused offer of work and 
neglected opportunity to work" 2,042 cases. 


New beneficiaries during July numbered 37,544, in comparison with 
43,403 in June and 49,990 in July 1955. 


Benefit payments amounted to $7,927,559 in respect of 436,797 
weeks compensated during July, as against $9,930,856 and 538,014 weeks for 
June and $8,947,552 and 2,960,905 days for July 1955. 


A total of 396,006 weeks (or close to 91%) were categorized as 
“complete weeks". Of the 40,791 partial weeks, 24,638 or 60% were due to 
"excess earnings''. 


The estimated number of beneficiaries was 104.0 thousand for suly; 
128.1 thousand for June and 132.4 thousand for July 1955.

Part 1 - Definitions 


Insured population: for purposes of this report the insured population is defined as 
the number of persons maintaining contact with the Unemployment Insurance Commission, 
either as contributors (employed) or as claimants. 


Benefit period: a period of 52 weeks commencing with the week in which the initial 
claim is made, provided the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. A benefit period 
will terminate prior to the time it otherwise would if the authorized rights expire. 


Initial claim: an application for benefit from an insured person for whom there is 
no benefit period in existence. On an initial claim, the claimant's contribution | 
history for the two years preceding the claim is recorded.

Insured population, Table 1. 


At June 1 each year (prior to 1955 at April 1) Unemployment Insurance books are. 
renewed. When books are exchanged, a questionnaire is completed for each person whos 
insurance number ends in 4, providing the person's insurance number, name, sex, year 
of birth, occupation and industry, as well as the local office concerned. In this way 
a ten percent sample is obtained, from which estimates of the insured pdpulation as al 
June 1 are prepared. 


These data form the basis for estimating the insured population for subsequent 
months. Using the employment index for each of the nine leading industry groups (as 
compiled by the Employment Section, Dominion Bureau of Statistics), the count of 
persons employed in insurable employment in each of these industries as at June 1 is

Administrative procedures surrounding the receipt and adjudication of claims re- 
aire that as claims are received in local offices they are recorded on daily claims 
egisters, separately, as to initial, renewal and revised claims; action taken on these 
aims is subsequently recorded. In this way, complete information can be had on the 


:ceipt and disposition of claims during a month by referring to the daily claims 
tgisters for the period. 


At the close of business on the last working day of the month, the unemployment 
‘gisters in the "live file" are sorted according to the number of weeks they have 
ven in the file, and within these various duration groups, the number of local and 
/stal claimants, male and female, are recorded. Since the unemployment registers 
‘x claimants who show a period of illness consisting of six days or more in two con- 
cutive claim weeks are flagged, these registers are counted to determine the number 
/ disability cases, male and female, local and postal.

As payments are effected at local offices, duplicate copies of all cash pay 
uchers and payment warrants representing each day's business are forwarded to the 
strict Treasury Offices, where the number of weeks compensated and amount of bene-

aims dtring the month is recorded. 


The estimate of the average number of persons in receipt of weekly benefit pay- 
ints is obtained by applying an appropriate divisor to the total number of weeks 
mpensated.

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During August a total of 74,992 initial and renewal claims for 
unemployment insurance benefit were received in local offices across Canada, 
compared to 73,547 in July and 88,627 in August 1955. 


The count of unemployment registers in the "live file" on 
August 31 was 132,276 (82,717 males and 49,559 females), in comparison with 
138,467 (82,239 males and 56,228 females) on July 31 and 152,782 (101,261 
males and 51,521 females) on August 31, 1955. 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims during August 
totalled 78,394, and in 59,900 of these cases, the claimant was found to 
have fulfilled all the requirements for the receipt of benefit. Of the 
16,351 initial claims on which the claimant was not entitled to benefit, 
10,787 or 66% were on behalf of claimants who had insufficient attachment 
to insured employment and thus failed to establish a benefit period. Total 
disqualifications (including those arising from revised claims) numbered 
14,015, the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left employment without just 
cause", 4,107 cases; "not capable of and not available for work" 3,938 
cases and "refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to work" 2,087 
cases. 


New beneficiaries during August numbered 53,182, compared to 
37,544 for July and 61,386 for August 1955. 


Benefit payments amounted to $8,170,564 in respect of 451,725 
weeks for August, as against $7,927,559 and 436,797 weeks for July and 
$8,727,318 and 2,906,901 days for August 1955. 


Complete weeks (numbering 406,316) constituted 90% of the 
total weeks compensated during August; benefit weeks in which there were 
excess earnings numbered 25,720, representing 57% of the partial weeks. 


The estimated average weekly number of beneficiaries for 
August was 102.7 thousand, 104.0 thousand for July and 110.6 thousand 
for August 1955.

Claimants having an unemployment register in the "live file" 
on September 28 numbered 128,440 (80,987 males and 47,453 females), as 
against 132,276 (82,717 males and 49,559 females) on August 31 and 
145,419 (96,434 males and 48,985 females) on September 30, 1955. 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims during September 
totalled 63,460, and in 47,395 of these cases, claimants were "entitled 
to benefit". Of the 14,236 initial claims on which the claimant was 
"not entitled to benefit", 8,959 or 63% represented cases in which the 
claimant was unable to establish a benefit period due to insufficiency 
of attachment to insured employment. Total disqualifications (ice... 
those arising from initial, renewal and revised claims) numbered 12,691,

New beneficiaries during September totalled 40,640, compared 
to 53,182 in August and 61,203 in September 1955.

A total of 87,929 initial and renewal claims for Unemployment 
Insurance benefit were received at local offices across Canada during October, 
compared to 65,007 in September and 94,744 in October 1955. 


The number of claimants having an unemployment register in 
the live file on October 31, 139,377, (88,259 males and 51,118 females), 
showed an increase of approximately 11,000 over the 128,440 (80,987 males and 
47,453 females) on September 28, but was about 24,000 less than the 163, 100 
(109,132 males and 53,968 females) recorded on October aL; 1955. 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims during October 
totalled 83,908, of which 62,593 or 75% were in the category of "entitled to 
benefit". Of the 18,880 initial claims shown "not entitled to benefit", 
12,104 or 64% were in respect of claimants unable to establish a benefit 
period. A total of 15,103 disqualifications were imposed (including those 
arising from revised claims), the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left em- 
ployment without just cause" 4,626 cases; "not capable of and not available 
for work" 3,974 cases and "refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to 

work" 1,850 cases. 


New beneficiaries during October numbered 50,123, compared to 
- 40,640 in September and 54,981 in October 1955. 


Benefit payments during October amounted to $8,066,104, in 
compensation for 420,207 weeks, in comparison with $7,087,703 and 376,561 
weeks during September and $7,535,340, 944,389 days and 280,834 weeks during 
October 1955. 


Complete weeks (totalling 377,473) constituted 90% of the 
weeks compensated during October. Excess earnings was the chief reason for 
partial weeks, accounting for 27,829 or 65% of the 42,734 partial weeks com- 
pensated. 


The estimated average weekly number of beneficiaries was pe 
_thousand for October, 99.1 thousand for September and 111.1 thousand for Octo-

‘or Unemployment Insurance benefit were received at local offices of the Commission 
icross Canada, compared to 87,929 during October and 159,757 during November 1955. 


Claimants having an unemployment register in the "live file" 
wmbered 215,378 (155,850 males and 59,528 females) on November 30, compared to 
39,377 (88,259 males and 51,118 females) on October 31, and 219,786 (162,252 males 
ind 57,534 females) on November 30, 1955. As indicated in the footnote to table 3, 
‘igures for the current month include 843 claimants for seasonal benefit; this is 
lue to the procedure whereby, commencing with the last week of November, claimants 


‘ailing to establish a benefit period have their claims automatically considered 
nder the seasonal benefit terms of the Act, 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims during November 
otalled 121,516, of which 91,884 were in the category "entitled to benefit", Of 
he 26,474 initial claims classed as "not entitled to benefit", 18,810 were in 
espect of claimants unable to satisfy the minimum contribution requirements. Total 
isqualifications, i.e. those arising from initial, renewal and revised claims, 
umbered 16,030, the chief reasons being: “voluntarily left employment without just 
ause" 5,899 cases; “not capable of and not available for work’ 3,850 cases and 
refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to work" 1,534 cases.

| New beneficiaries during November numbered 74,130, compared to 
0,123 during October and 65,061 during November 1955. 


| Benefit payments amounted to $9,275,471 in compensation for 478,265 
eeks in November, compared to $8,066,104 and 420,207 weeks in October, and $8,661,628, 
4,982 days and 514,456 weeks in November 1955. 


Ninety percent of the weekly payments were in respect of complete 
eeks of unemployment - i.e., weeks in which no reduction occurred in the weekly 
enefit rate. Excess earnings accounted for 34,776 weeks or seventy-one percent of 
1e 48,891 compensated weeks recorded as partial benefit weeks. 


The estimated average weekly number of beneficiaries was 108.6

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During December local offices of the Unemployment Insurance Commission 
icross Canada recorded a total of 265,098 initial and renewal claims for unemployment 
“msurance benefit. This represents an increase of approximately 114,000 claims over 


che November figure of 151,356, but is slightly .below the 276,454 claims recorded for 
Yecember 1955. 


The count of the registers in the "live file" indicated a sharp rise 
is of December 31 over November 30, the totals being 398,244 (315,220 males and 
43,024 females) on December 31 and 215,378 (155,850 and 59,528) on November 30. The 
tecember figures include 28,245 registers pertaining to seasonal benefit claimants 
see table 3a, page 9). The bulk of the increase in the number of registers in the 
live file" is due to an increase in the male segment of the claimants, which doubled 
‘rom November to December. On December 30, 1955, registers in the "live file" num- 
ered 388,129, 306,988 males and 81,141 females (these figures include 47,272 regis- 
ers identified for seasonal benefit claimants). 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims numbered 202,446, of which 
49,919 or 74% were categorized as "entitled to benefit". Of the 49,196 initial 
laims classed as "not entitled to benefit" 41,945 or 85% were on behalf of claimants 
ailing to fulfil the minimum contribution requirements. Total disqualifications, 
..@., those arising from initial, renewal, revised and seasonal benefit claims, 
mounted to 16,712, the chief reasons for disqualification being: "voluntarily left 
mployment without just cause" 6,153 cases; "not capable of and not available for 


ork" 3,547 cases and "refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to work" 1,249 
ases. 


New beneficiaries during December totalled 114,218, in comparison with 
4,130 during November and 107,597 during December 1955. 
| A total of $12,528,015 was paid during December in compensation for 
19,902 weeks of unemployment, as against $9,275,471 and 478,265 weeks in November, 
nd $11,942,873, 702,642 weeks and 4,532 days for December 1955. 


Complete weeks comprise about 90% of the total weeks compensated, both 
uring December 1956 and 1955. Similarly, the proportion of the partial weeks attri- 


utable to excess earnings remains at about the same level as one year ago, i.e. about 
6%. 


The average weekly benefit rate for December 1956 was $20.21, as 
gainst $19.39 for November and $17.00 for December 1955. The sharp rise in the 
urrent average rates over a year ago is due chiefly to the higher rates under the 
ew Act, of which the full impact is only now being felt. The highest weekly rates 
ayable under the 1940 Act were $24.00 for a claimant with a dependent and $17.10 if 
e had no dependent, and benefit rights in existence on October 2, 1955, were continued 
nder the revised Act until they were either used up or a year had passed since their 
stablishment, whichever occurred first. On claims filed under the new Act, a claimant 
4s required to prove a minimum of 8 weeks contributions under the new Act in order to 
2 eligible for the new and higher rates (maximum $30 for claimants with a dependent 
ad $23 if no dependent claimed). It should be pointed out, also, that even though the 
toportion of partial payments has not varied as between December 1956 and 1955, (cons- 
ituting about 10% of the total weeks compensated) there may be some difference in the 
2gree to which weekly payments have been reduced. 


The estimated average weekly number of beneficiaries was 155,000 for 
2cember, 108,600 for November and 162,600 for December 1955.

APPENDIX 
Seasonal Benefit 


Seasonal benefit as defined under the Revised Unemployment Insurance Act 
1955 is comparable to that paid under the supplementary benefit provisions of the 
1940 Act, (as amended in February 1950) with one important difference, i.e., the 
supplementary benefit scheme was financed by an additional contribution of one cent 
per day by insured employees and their employers, and in some cases, deficits, had 
they occurred, would have been made up by Treasury. No special contributions are | 
required for seasonal benefit under the revised Act. 


As heretofore, claims adjudicated during December and for which the 
statutory conditions are not fulfilled are immediately considered for seasonal bene- 
fit. Though no benefit is payable under these provisions for unemployment occurring 
prior to the week in which the first of January falls, claimants may serve the 
waiting period in December, and if circumstances warrant, they may claim benefit, 
commencing with that week. 


To qualify for seasonal benefit, the claimant must fulfil one of the 
following conditions: 

that at least 15 contribution weeks were recorded on his behalf since 

the Saturday preceding the 3lst day of March prior to the date of claim 

(group A) or 

that his most recent benefit period terminated since the preceding 15th 

day of April (group B) 


The weekly benefit rate for a claimant in group A is based on the averaj 
of the weekly contributions paid on his behalf during the interval specified while 
for those in group B the rate is that established on the most recent benefit period 


The maximum seasonal benefit payable is an amount equal to a claimant's 
weekly benefit rate multiplied by the number of weeks in his seasonal benefit perio 
which is defined as a period commencing with the week in which the claim was filed 
or in which the first of January falls, and ending with the week in which the 15th | 
April falls, whichever period is the shorter. In the case of claimants qualifying 
group A, however, the maximum amount may not exceed an amount equal to his weekly 
benefit rate multiplied by one-half* of the contribution weeks recorded since the 
commencement date of the qualifying period or ten, whichever is the greater. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit must comply with all the provisions of t 
Act except those relating to the minimum contributions, and the method of determini 
the weekly rate and total entitlement. 


Seasonal benefit data are included in Tables 1, 2, 3 and 5 and are show 
separately in Tables 2a, 3a and 4a. 


* Through the medium of Bill 449, given Royal assent on August 14, 1956, the basis 
of duration was changed from two weeks' benefit for every three weeks of contri- 
butions to one for every two.

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During January a total of 359,384 initial and renewal claims 
for unemployment insurance benefit were received in local offices across 
Canada, compared to 265,098 in December and 261,661 in January 1956, 


The number of claimants having an unemployment register in 
the "live file" on January 31 was 545,981 (444,052 males and 101,929 females) 
representing an increase of slightly less than 40% over the figure of 398,244 
(315,220 males and 83,024 females) on December 31. On January 31, 1956, the 
number of such claimants was 476,946 (382,287 males and 94,659 females). 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims numbered 3665777 
during January, of which 269,684 or slightly under 75% were in the category 
of “entitled to benefit". Of the 93,719 initial claims classed as “not 
entitled to benefit", 84,272 or about 90% were on behalf of claimants unable 
to fulfil the minimum contribution requirements; the remaining 10% established 
a benefit period but had a disqualification imposed. Total disqualifications, 
i.e. those arising from initial, renewal, revised and seasonal benefit claims 
amounted to 22,334, the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left employment 
without just cause" 7,792 cases; "not capable of and not available for work" 
9,195 cases and "refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to work" 
1,616 cases. 


New beneficiaries in receipt of either regular or seasonal 
benefit during January numbered 295,461, compared to 266,822 in January one 
year ago. During December new beneficiaries for regular benefit totalled 
114,218. 


Benefit payments during January amounted to $33,439,112 in 
respect of 1,605,948 compensated weeks, as against $24,632,203 and 1,364,097 
weeks for January 1956. During December benefit payments amounted to 
pi2,528,015 in compensation for 619,902 weeks. It is pointed out that the 
January payment data (1957 and 1956) represent payments in respect of claims 
under both the regular and seasonal provisions, whereas for December, the 
payments covered regular benefit only. 


Complete weeks comprised a slightly higher proportion (about 
93%) of the weeks compensated during January, as compared with December 
(about 90%). Similarly, the proportion of partial weeks due to excess 
earnings was under 60% in January, compared to over 65% in December. 


The average weekly benefit rate was $20.82 for January this 
year, compared to $18.06 for January 1956 (these rates are based on payments 
to both regular and seasonal benefit claimants). The average weekly benefit 
rate in respect of regular payments for December was $20.21. 


The estimated average weekly number of beneficiaries for 
regular and seasonal benefit was 365,000 for January this year and 313,300 
for January 1956, while 155,000 represents the average for regular benefit,

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During February a total of 190,714 initial and renewal claims 
for unemployment insurance benefit were received in local offices across 
Canada, This is a reduction of about 169,000 or some 45% from the January 
total of 359,384, but is substantially unchanged from the 185,016 claims 
recorded in February 1956. The nation-wide railway strike on January 2 was 
probably the major factor contributing to the large volume of claims in 
January. 


There was no substantial change in the volume of recorded 
unemployment as indicated by the count of claimants having an unemployment 
register in the "live file" on February 28 (572,387, of which 467,532 were 
males and 104,855 were females) compared to the count at the end of January 
545,981 (444,052 males and 101,929 females). In comparison with the same 
date last year, the current figures represent an increase of about 12% 
(February 1956 data are: 510,963, 413,083 males and 97,880 females). 


Adjudications of initial and renewal claims numbered 238,490, 
of which 159,285 or more than 65% were categorized "entitled to benefit". 
When initial and renewal claims are examined separately, however, substantial 
differences are shown in the proportion of entitlements, with about 60% of 
the initial and over 90% of the renewal being classed as "entitled". The 
low-qualifying ratio in the case of initial claims ‘is mainly caused by the 
inclusion of the cases in which the benefit period is not established (of 
the 76,026 initial claims classed as "not entitled", 62,973 or 83% were 
cases in which the benefit period was not established), and the number of 
such adjudications is considerably higher during the months when the seasonal 
benefit is applicable. Disqualifications totalled 27,787, including those 
arising from revised and seasonal benefit claims, the chief reasons being: 
"voluntarily left employment without just cause", 8,836 cases; "not capable 
of and not available for work", 5,837 cases and "loss of work due to a labour 
dispute", 2,960 cases, the majority of which were in respect of participants 
in the railway dispute. 


New beneficiaries in receipt of either regular or seasonal 
benefit during February totalled 210,270, compared to 295,461 during January 
and 173,759 during February 1956. 


Benefit payments (constituting regular and seasonal benefit) 
totalled $38,603,408 in compensation for 1,831,424 weeks during February, 
$33,439,112 and 1,605,948 weeks during January and $32,188,102 and 1,733,650 
weeks during February 1956. 


Complete weeks totalled 1,715,252, comprising more than 90% 
of the total weeks compensated, while the proportion of partial weeks due 
to excess earnings was in excess of 60%. 


The average weekly benefit rate was $21.08, compared to 
$20.82 for January and $18.57 for February 1956. 


The estimated average weekly number of beneficiaries for 
regular and seasonal benefit was 457,800 for February, 365,000 for January 
and 416,100 for February 1956.

The number of claimants having an unemployment register in the 
"live file" on March 29 was 558,811 (457,781 males and 101,030 females), a 
slight decline from the figure of 572,387 (467,532 males and 104,855 females) 
for February 28; on March 29, 1956, this count was 911,073 (415,144 males and 
95,929 females). 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims numbered 192,087 during 
March, of which 127,643 or about 65% were in the category "entitled to 
benefit". Of the 61,312 initial claims classed as "not entitled to benefit", 
52,427 or 85% were on behalf of claimants failing.the minimum contribution 
requirements, the remaining 15% established a benefit period but had a dis- 
qualification imposed. Total disqualifications, i.e. those arising from 
initial, renewal, revised and seasonal benefit claims, amounted to 23,806, 
the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left employment without just cause" 
7,957 cases; "not capable of and not available for work" 5,443 cases and 
"refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to work" 2,671 cases. 


New beneficiaries in receipt of either regular or seasonal benefit 
during March numbered 168,726 compared to 210,270 during February, and 
154,458 during March 1956, 


Benefit payments (regular and seasonal) during March amounted to 
$44,125,523 in respect of 2,093,065 compensated weeks, as against $38,603,408 
and 1,831,424 weeks in February, and $38,167,352 and 2,008,060 weeks in March 
1956. 


Complete weeks totalled 1,979,746, comprising 95% of the total 
weeks compensated, while the proportion of partial weeks due to excess 
earnings was 70%. 


The average weekly benefit rate was $21.08 in March and February 
and $19.01 in March 1956. 


The estimated average weekly number of beneficiaries for regular 
and seasonal benefit was 498,300 in March, 457,800 in February and 451,500 
in March 1956,

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EXPLANATORY TEXT 


A total of 161,304 initial and renewal claims for unemployment 
insurance benefit were received in local offices across Canada during April, 
compared to 192,365 during March and 135,369 during April 1956. 


The number of claimants having an unemployment register in the 
"live file" on April 30 was 373,609, comprising 300,990 males and 72,619 
females. These are claimants for regular benefit only, the period for which 
seasonal benefit was payable having terminated on April 20. On March 29, 
the number of regular claimants was 455,397 (377,394 males and 78,003 
females), with an additional 103,414 - 80,387 males and 23,027 females, who 
were claiming seasonal benefit. On April 30, 1956, regular claimants num- 
beréd 292,063, of which 228,257 were males and 63,806 were females. 


During April, adjudications on initial and renewal claims totalled 
178,850, of which 113,720 or 64% were classed as “entitled to benefit". The 
bulk of those categorized as "not entitled to benefit" were initial claims 
on which the minimum contribution requirements were not fulfilled. This 
category numbered 53,742 out of a total of 65,130 cases of non-entitlement, 
on initial and renewal claims. Total disqualifications, i.e., those arising 
from initial, renewal, revised and seasonal benefit claims, amounted to 
21,320, the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left employment without just 
cause" 7,380 cases; "not capable of and not available for work" 4,883 cases 
and "refused offer of and neglected opportunity to work" 1,966 cases. 


New beneficiaries in receipt of either regular or seasonal benefit 
during April numbered 155,323, compared with 168,726 during March and 126,654 
during April 1956. 


Regular and seasonal benefit payments amounted to $40,392,557 in 
respect of 1,911,596 weeks during April, as against $44,125,523 and 2,093,065 
weeks during March, and $33,201,609 and 1,743,909 weeks for April 1956. 


Complete weeks numbered 1,803,039 constituting about 95% of the 
weeks compensated, while the proportion of partial weeks due to excess earn- 
ings was about 70%. 


The average weekly benefit rate was $21.13 for April, $21.08 for 
March and $19.03 for April 1956. 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 477,900 
for April, 498,300 for March and 415,200 for April 1956.

EXPLANATORY TEXT 


During May 104,326 initial and renewal claims for unemployment 
insurance benefit were received at local offices of the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission. This is a decline of some 35% from the previous month's total of 
161,304, but stands above the total for the Same month last year (84,099) by 
about 25%. 


An inventory of the "live file" on May 31 shows 250,283 claimants 
having an unemployment register active, of whom 184,106 were males and 66,177 
were females. This represents a decline of about one-third from the total 
shown on April 30 - 373,609 (300,990 males and 72,619 females), most of the 
difference being due to a substantial drop in the number of male claimants. 
On May 31, 1956, claimants numbered 188,927, comprising 132,145 males and 
56,782 females. 


Adjudications on initial and renewal claims numbered 120,357, of 
which 70% or 84,988 claims were in the category "entitled to benefit", Of 
the 32,194 initial claims classed "not entitled to benefit", 23,768 or almost 
three-quarters of them were on behalf of claimants failing to fulfil the 
_minimum contribution requirements, Disqualifications arising from initial, 
renewal and revised claims totalled 20,846 (included are a small number of 
- disqualifications arising from claims considered under the seasonal benefit 
_Tegulations), the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left employment without 
| just cause" 6,827 cases; “not capable of and not available for work" 5.021 
cases and "refused offer of work and neglected opportunity to work" 2,346 
cases, 


New beneficiaries during May totalled 100,871, in comparison with 
155,323 for April and 78,232 for May 1956. 


Benefit payments for May amounted to $26,269,582 in compensation 
for 1,253,217 weeks, as against $40,392,557 and 1,911,596 weeks for April 
and $19,154,627 and 1,005,401 weeks for May 1956 (these payments include 
seasonal benefit). 


During May the number of complete weeks (1,155,875) constituted 
92% of weeks compensated; during April, complete weeks numbered 1,803,039, 
constituting 95% of all weeks. The proportion of partial weeks due to excess 
@arnings was close to 75%, as against 70% in April. 


The average weekly benefit rate was $20.96 for May, as against 
$21.13 for April and $19.05 for May 1956. 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 313,300 
for May, 477,900 for April and 228,500 for May 1956.

During June a total of 86,419 initial and renewal claims for Unem- 
ployment Insurance benefit were received in local offices across Canada, com- 
pared to 104,326 during May and 95,212 in June 1956. This marks the third 
successive month in which a decline occurred in the claims registrations. 

The decline from the previous month is in keeping with the normal trend for 
the season of the year. In comparison with a year ago however, the claims 
filed during the current month represent an increase of some 55%. Ona 
provincial basis the increase in Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia was 
about 80%; in the other provinces, it was considerably below the average 
overall increase, 


The volume of claimants having unemployment registers in the "live 
file" on June 28 as compared with the previous month and one year ago shows 
about the same pattern as that of the claims filed. The June figure, at 
204,516 (140,265 males and 64,251 females) is some 20% below the May totals 
of 250,283 (184,106 males and 66,177 females), but is 50% higher than the 
count at June 29, 1956 - 136,032, of which 82,287 were males and 53,745 were 
females. 


A total of 89,141 adjudications on initial and renewal claims were 
given during June; of these, more than three-quarters granted entitlement to 
benefit, in practically equal proportions of initial and renewal. If the 
adjudications on initial and renewal claims are examined separately, however, 
it will be seen that entitlement to benefit occurred in only two-thirds of 
the initial claims, whereas more than 90% of the renewals were in this class. 
This is, of course, due to a basic difference in the nature of the two 
claims, the initial being the instrument for establishing the benefit period. 
Of the 18,190 initial claims "not entitled", 11,006 or 60% were cases in which 
the benefit period was not established, and 7,184 were disqualifications; 
disqualifications constituted a higher proportion of the adjudications on 
initial claims than of renewal (14% and 7h, respectively). 


New beneficiaries during June numbered 64,546, compared to 100,871 
during May and 43,403 during June 1956. 


Weeks compensated during June totalled 709,167, the amount of bene- 
fit paid being $14,356,036, compared to 1,253,217 weeks and $26,269,582 for 
May and 538,014 weeks and $9,930,856 for June 1956. 


The proportion of compensated weeks classed as "complete" continues 
to decline, being close to 90%, as against 92% during May. This is reflected 
in the upward trend in the proportion of partial weeks due to excess earnings 
associated with the availability of short term employment. 


The average weekly benefit rate was $20.24 for June, compared to 
$20.96 for May and $18.46 for June 1956. 


; The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 177,300 
for June, 313,300 for May and 128,100 for June 1956.

In order to facilitate comparison with claims data, commencing with the current 
issue of this report, preliminary estimates of the insured population are shown for 
the month under review, whereas formerly final estimates were for the previous month. 
This preliminary estimate is prepared on the basis of the percentage change in the 
‘non-agricultural paid workers' segment of the labour force*, and is subject to revi- 
sion when the employment index for this date becomes available; a comparison of esti- 


mates for previous months based on the two methods indicates that the adjustment is 
mot likely to be significant.

During July the number of initial and renewal claims for unemployment insurance 
benefit in Canada was 114,107, an increase of more than 30% over the June figure of 
86,419 and 55% higher than the 73,547 claims recorded during July 1956. 


The number of claimants having an unemployment register in the "live file" on 


| the last working day of July (205,779, of which 138,938 were males and 66,841 were 


_ females) was virtually unchanged from June when it was 204,516, 140,265 males and 


64,251 females. Compared to one year ago, however, this month's figure represents 


_an increase of close to 50%, the count at July 31, 1956 being 138,467, 82,239 males 
and 56,228 females. As a proportion of the insured population (Table 1), the count 


of claimants on July 31 constitutes 5.3% this year as against 3.7% last year. 


Examination of the distribution of the claimants in the various duration cate- 
gories shows a decline from the previous month in the proportion of those on the 
register more than one month. At the end of June, 62% of the claimants were regis- 


tered for a period of 5 weeks or more, but at the end of July this proportion had 


declined to 55%, being more pronounced in the case of the males (from 62% to 52%) 
than of females (63% to 60%). The distribution for July 31, 1956 is similar to that 


shown for the current month. 


As of July 31, 1957 males constitute close to 70% of the total claimants, i.e. 
practically unchanged from June, but substantially higher than in July 1956 when the 


_ proportion was below 60%. 


A total of 108,349 initial and renewal claims were adjudicated during July and 
of these, 85,678 or 80% were considered "entitled to benefit". While an almost equal 
number of initial and renewal claims were considered entitled to benefit, only 68% of 
the initial as against 90% of the renewal were in this category. This is mainly due 


to a basic difference in the two types of claims, the initial being the instrument 


for establishing the benefit period. Of the 19,193 initial claims categorized "not 


entitled", 11,420 or 60% were cases in which the benefit period was not established. 


Disqualifications arising from initial, renewal and revised claims numbered 18,500, 
the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left employment without just cause", 6,347 
cases; "not capable of and not available for work" 4,585 cases and "refused offer of 


work and neglected opportunity to work" 1,810 cases. 


New beneficiaries totalled 71,453 during July an increase of 10% over the 64,546 
for June, and 90% higher than the 37,544 persons who commenced benefit during July 


| 256. 


The number of weeks and amount of benefit paid, as well as the estimated number 
of beneficiaries declined in July over June. A substantial increase occurred however 
in all these categories over the same month last year, the number of weeks and amount 
of benefit increasing by 60% and 75% respectively, and the estimate of beneficiaries

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being 50% higher. Benefit payments amounted to $13,799,832 in respect of 685,884 
weeks for July, $14,356,036 and 709,167 weeks for June and $7,927,559 and 436,797 


weeks for July 1956. 


The decline in the amount of benefit paid in July over June was associated with: 
the reduction in duration on the register, especially for the males. The substantia! 
increase over last year is due to an increase in the claimant group, particularly in! 
the proportion of males, who characteristically draw at higher rates than females. 
Also the effect of the generally higher benefit rates introduced in October 1955 is © 
more pronounced this year than last. In many cases, payments made last year were on 
benefit periods established under the 1940 Act when the benefit rates were consider- 
ably lower. } 


The average weekly rate of benefit paid was $20.12 for July, $20.24 for June anc 
$18.15 for July 1956. | 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 155,800 for July, 
177,300 for June and 104,000 for July 1956. 


Provincial data 


The increase in claims filed during July was general throughout the provinces. 
The largest proportionate increase over July 1956 occurred in Alberta (212%) and | 
British Columbia (92%), mainly due to completion of major construction projects and | 
consequent lay-off of workers. 


In Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia close to 50% of the claimants were on 
the register 5 weeks or more, while Quebec had about 55% in this category; for the 
other provinces, this proportion was between 60% and 652%. | 


During July, benefit payments in Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia were | 
double what they were during July 1956, and in New Brunswick, payments this month | 
were 80% in excess of the same month last year; in the other provinces the excess | 
was 70% or less.

Appendix I 


Definitions 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, the insured population is 
defined as the number of.persons currently in contact with the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission either as contributors or as claimants. 


Initial claim: An application for ber fit from an insured person for whom 
there is no benefit period in existence (a benefit period being a period of 
52 weeks commencing with the week in which the initial claim is made, pro- 
vided the qualifying conditions are fulfilled). On an initial claim, the 
claimant's contribution history for the two years preceding the claim is 
recorded. This is required in order to test the claimant's attachment to 
insured employment and thus determine whether or not he is eligible to estab- 
lish a benefit period. If he is eligible the same record is used to calcu- 


late his weekly rate of benefit and maximum entitlement in the benefit period. 


Only one initial claim is filed for each benefit period. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from an insured person during the 
currency of a benefit period. If a claimant has missed two or more consecu- 
tive report days, his next application for benefit is a renewal claim, so 
long as his benefit period is still in existence. Thus a claimant may file 
a number of renewal claims during the life of one benefit period. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: The number of new cases of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons in a period as indicated by the number of such 
claims made. 


Revised claim: A claim, other than initial or renewal, which has to be con- 
sidered by an insurance officer, i.e. involving dependency, extension of qua- 
lifying periods, etc. Thus the revised claim is an administrative device to 
initiate action for reconsideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Unemployment register: A document prepared when the initial claim is made 
and providing a means whereby a composite record of the claimant's weekly re- 
ports and of other action taken on the claim can be maintained currently. 

The upper portion of the document contains information on the personal charac- 
teristics of the claimant, i.e., insurance number, sex, dependency status and 
occupation, as well as the weekly rate of benefit authorized, total entitle- 
ment in terms of dollars, allowable weekly earnings and the date the benefit 
period ends. It also provides space to record changes in dependency status 

or other factors and disqualifications imposed. The lower or ledger portion 
of the register is used to record information on the claimant's benefit status 
for each week he reports - i.e., the claimant is required to make a statement 
regarding his employment, earnings and unemployment for the week covered by 
the report and this information is shown on the register, as well as any 
payment made. 


Live file: The file of unemployment registers for claimants currently report- 
ing to local offices. A claimant's unemployment register is placed in the 
"live file" at the local office as soon as the claim is forwarded for adjudi- 
cation, and remains in the "live file" so long as the claimant reports to the 
local office as directed. It is removed after he has failed to report for 

a certain interval; in the case of a claimant who reports weekly this inter- 
val is ten days, while for one reporting bi-weekly it is twenty-one days.

Claimants generally report once weekly, but the Commission has the authority 

to vary this and does so, for example, when the return cost of ordinary trans- 
portation to the local office is excessive (postal claimant), in which case 

the claimant is directed to report every two weeks. Due to these administra- 
tive procedures and because of cases in which the adjudication has not yet 
been received or the waiting period only has been served the "live file" always 
contains a number of cases on which no compensated unemployment is shown. 


Claimants having an unemployment register -in the "live file": A count of the 
"live file" and used as measure of the volume of recorded unemployment among 
insured persons as at a point in time. 


Duration on the Register: The cumulative number of weeks during which a clai- 
mant has reported to prove unemployment during the current period on claim. 
The count commences with the week in which the initial (or renewal) claim is 
is filed and continues unbroken so long as the claimant continues to report 

as directed. Cases occur in which a spell of unemployment lasts beyond the 
termination of a benefit period and a new benefit period is established imme- 
diately so that there is no actual interruption of the period on claim. In 
such cases the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from the previous 
unemployment register to the one set up for the subsequent benefit period and 
the count continued. This procedure applies also for contiguous periods on 
regular and seasonal benefit. Excluded from the count are any weeks for which 
the claimant was reported as "not available" -during the complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, claimants entitled to 
benefit are those having initial claims on which a benefit period has been 
established and no disqualification imposed or renewal claims approved. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified on initial and renewal claims 
and those having initial claims on which the benefit period was not establi- 
shed. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum contribution requirements have 
not been met. Initial claims only fall into this category. To establish a 
benefit period, a claimant must prove: 


a) 30 contribution weeks within the two years immediately preceding the week 
in which the claim was filed, and 

b) that 8 of these contribution weeks occurred in the year immediately pre- 
ceding the week in which the claim was filed, but 

c) if he had established a previous benefit period in the past two years, 

24 of the 30 contribution weeks must have been recorded since the commence- 
ment of the previous benefit period or within the year immediately preceding 
the claim, whichever is the longer period, and 

d) if the previous benefit period commenced within the year immediately pre- 
ceding the claim week, the 8 contribution weeks in (b) above must have been 
recorded since the commencement of that benefit period (a contribution week 
is defined as a week for which contributions in respect of the earnings of an 
insured person are payable and have been paid; a week in which the earnings 
are less than nine dollars is considered a half-week.) 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed because of circumstances sur- 
rounding the claim which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt of 
benefit either for a stated period or so long as the condition causing the 


disqualification continues. Where it is established that loss of employment 


_ 
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was voluntary on the part of the claiment, i.e., he left employment of his 
own volition or was dismissed because of misconduct, the maximum disqualifi- 
cation is six weeks; claimants participating in a labour dispute in which 
they are directly interested are disqualified for the duration of the work 
stoppage. (1) 


Persons commencing benefit on initial and renewal claims: The number of per- 


sons whose first benefit payment that month was the first on either an initial 
or renewal claim. 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect of which some benefit was paid. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of the benefit payments made during a month. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a claimant received the weekly rate 
of benefit authorized in his benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which the claimant received less than the authorized 
rate. A partial week may be due to excess earnings resulting in a reduced 
payment in direct proportion to the amount of excess earnings; a reduction may 
occur also if a claimant reports that he was not available for work on any day, 
or if a portion of a week was designated as part of the prescribed "waiting 
period". 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in excess of the allowable earnings 
for a claimant's weekly benefit rate. Under the 1955 Act a claimant may earn 
up to a certain amount in any claim week without a reduction in benefit (this 
level of earnings is called "allowable earnings"); earnings in excess of this 
amount are known as ‘excess earnings". 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or more benefit payments. The esti- 


mate represents the weekly average number of beneficiaries. 


Appendix IIL 


Administrative procedures out of which 


the statistics are derived 


' With the exception of the insured population’ for which monthly estimates 
are prepared using annual data, statistics on the operation of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act are collected monthly. Information on "claims filed" and 


. "adjudicated" during the month as well as the inventory of "claimants having 


an unemployment register in the live file at the month end" are provided by 


local offices of the Unemployment Insurance Commission. Data on benefit pay- 


ments are supplied by the Unemployment Insurance Treasury Offices. 
Table 1 - Estimates of the Insured Population. 


A count of the insured population is obtained on a ten per cent sample 
basis in conjunction with the annual book renewal at June 1. The sample 
consists of those having an insurance number ending with a particular digit 
and the sample results are projected curtently to provide monthly estimates. 


(1) These are examples only and do not constitute a complete summary of 
conditions under which claimants are disqualified which are covered 
under Sections 59-66 of the Act.

The count of insured persons on a payroll at book renewal time in each 
of nine industry divisions is projected using the DBS employment index i 
for each group. The resulting estimates are summed to yield an estimate of 
the total number of insured persons "employed". To obtain the total insured 
population the number of claimants having an unemployment register in the 
"live file" at the end of the preceding month is added (including seasonal 
benefit when applicable). Provision is made for any change in Unemployment 
Insurance coverage at the date it becomes effective. 


Estimates subsequent to June 1957 are subject to revision when a final 
count covering the 1957 book renewal are available. If is expected that 
such revision will not alter the current estimates significantly since past 
adjustments have not been large. 


Tables 2 - 5, claims received, adjudications during the month and clai- 
mants having an unemployment register in the "live file" at the end of the 
month. 


Information on claims received and claims disposed of during a month is 
taken from the daily claims register which is the basic record of claims 
received and their disposition. 


The inventory of unemployment registers is made at the close of business 
on the last working day of the month. The registers are segregated as to 
local and postal, male and female, and within these groups they are sorted 
according to the duration of the current claim. 


Tables 6 - 9, benefit payments. 


Duplicate copies of individual payment documents are forwarded daily 
to District Treasury Offices by UIC local offices. These provide the data 
on persons commencing benefit during the month and on benefit weeks and 
amount of benefit paid. 


The estimate of the weekly average number of beneficiaries is obtained 
by applying an appropriate divisor to the total number of weeks compensated. 
The divisor is based upon the number of pay days in a month. 


Appendix III 
Summary of Unemployment Insurance Act 


From an administrative standpoint, the major change from the 1940 Act 
was the introduction of a new concept of contribution and benefit weeks. 
Under the revised Act, the amount of contributions payable is determined 
by total earnings in a week, a weekly stamp being required for any week in 
which the earnings are $9.00 or more. On the benefit side, benefit may be

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paid for any week in which a claimant proves at least one day of unemployment, 
subject to the provisions covering "allowable earnings", "waiting period", 
etc. 


Contributions 


Contributions are required from each employer in respect of every week 
during which an insured person is employed by him in insurable employment, 
the amoynt to be determined by the earnings of the insured person with him 
during the week, according to the following schedule:

An equal contribution is made by the employer on his own behalf. While 
the employer is required to pay both his own and the employee's share of the 
combined contributions, he can deduct the employee's share from his earnings. 
In addition to the contributions from insured persons and employers, a con- 
tribution equal to 1/5th of the combined employee and employer contributions 
is made by the treasury. 


If there is more than one employer in a week, each employer in that 
week will contribute on the basis of the employee's earnings while in his 
employ, unless the employers agree that one will pay the total required by 
all. 


Regular benefit 


A benefit period is established in respect of an insured person who 
files an initial claim and satisfies the minimum contribution requirements. 
At the same time, the claimant's maximum weekly benefit rate and the total 
entitlement due him on this benefit period are determined. 


To establish a benefit period, a claimant must prove: 


a) 30 contribution weeks within the two years immediately preceding the 
week in which the claim was filed, and 

b) that 8 of these contribution weeks occurred in the year immediately pre- 

: ceding the week in which the claim was filed, but 

c) if he had established a previous benefit period in the past two years, 

24 of the 30 contribution weeks must have been recorded since the com- 

mencement of the previous benefit period or within the year immediately 


preceding the claim, whichever is the longer period, and 
d) if the previous benefit period commenced within the year immediately 
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preceding the claim week, the 8 contribution weeks in (b) above must have 
been recorded since the commencement of that benefit period (a contribu- 
tion week is defined as a week for which contributions in respect of the 
earnings of an insured person are payable and have been paid; a week in 

which the earnings are less than nine dollars is considered a half-week.) 


The maximum weekly rate of benefit is based upon the average of the 
thirty weekly contributions in the qualifying period and where the claimant 
proves that he has a dependent as defined in the Act, then he is entitled to 
the higher rate. This rate is however subject to reduction in any week during 
which the claimant earns in excess of the level of allowable earnings for 
his benefit rate, as shown by the following schedule;

The claimant's maximum entitlement to benefit, which is a sum of money, 
is the lesser of thirty-six times the weekly rate of benefit applicable to 
him, or his weekly rate. of benefit multiplied by one-half of the number of 
his contribution weeks within the qualifying period (section 121 of the Act 
makes provision for the extension of certain benefit periods on the basis 
of credits acquired under the 1940 Act). 


An insured person may claim benefit for any week in which he does not 
work a full working week. The Act requires however that prior to receiving 
benefit in a benefit period a claimant must serve a waiting period except in 
the case of certain subsequent benefit periods where the waiting period may 
be waived. In application, this means that a claimant is not paid benefit 
in a benefit period until after he has proven unemployment sufficient that 
one week's maximum benefit would have accrued. 


The Act is specific with respect to the circumstances under which a 
claimant is disqualified from benefit. For example, in any week for which 
benefit is claimed, a claimant is required to prove that he was capable of 
and available for work on the day or days on which he was not working. If 
he fails to prove this, he is disqualified and benefit is withheld at the 
rate of 1/6 of his maximum weekly rate for each such day. During periods of 
illness, injury or quarantine, however, these requirements are suspended, 
provided that the loss of employment was not due to this condition and the 
claimant was otherwise entitled to receive benefit. Where it is establi- 
shed that loss of employment was voluntary on the part of the claimant, i.e. 


he left his employment of his own volition or was discharged on account

of misconduct, the maximum disqualification is 6 weeks: claimants partici- 
pating in a labour dispute in which they are directly interested are dis- 
qualified for the duration of the work stoppage (1) 


Seasonal benefit 


Within the basic structure of the Act, provision is made for the 
payment of benefit to certain classes of claimants unable to qualify under 
the regular terms. These payments are ._:: ;ed as "seasonal benefit" and 
are payable in respect of unemployment occurring during the period commen- 
‘cing with the week in which January 1 falls and ending with the week which 
includes April 15; a claimant may, however, set up a seasonal benefit period 
and serve the waiting period during December. 


Commencing with the week which includes December 1, all initial claims 
failing the minimum contribution requirements are automatically considered. 
under the seasonal benefit provisions. This means that in spite of the 
fact that it is fairly certain on filing a claim that a claimant cannot 
qualify under the regular provisions, the claim is first tested under these 
provisions, consideration under the seasonal benefit terms occurring only 
in those cases unable to qualify. 


To qualify for seasonal benefit in class A, a claimant must have at 
least 15 contribution weeks since the Saturday prior to the week including 
the 3lst of March which precedes the claim. Claimants not qualifying in 
this class have still another chance to draw seasonal benefit if their 
most recent benefit period terminated since the 15th day of April immedia- 
tely preceding the day on which he makes the claim (class B). 


The weekly benefit rates for seasonal benefit claimants are those 
applicable under the regular provisions; for claimants in class A, the rate 
is determined by the average of the weekly contributions during the quali- 
fying period; for those in class B the rate is that which was established 
on the benefit period just terminated. Where a claimant proves eligibility 
under the "dependency" provision, he may draw at the higher rate. 


A claimant shall not be paid seasonal benefit in excess of an amount 
equal to the product of the maximum weekly benefit rate applicable to him 
and the number of weeks in his seasonal benefit period which is defined as 
a period commencing with the week in which the claim is filed or in which 
the first of January falls, and ending with the week in which April 15 
falls, whichever is the shorter period, However, a claimant in class A may 
not qualify for an amount greater than the product of one-half his contri- 
bution weeks in the qualifying period (or ten, whichever is the greater) 
and his maximum weekly rate. Class B claimants may not draw an amount in 
excess of that authorized on the benefit period just terminated. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit must comply with all the provisions of 
the Act, except as outlined above. 


(1) These are examples only and do not constitute a complete summary of 
conditions in which disqualifications are imposed, which are covered 
in sections 59-66 of the Act. 
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Appendix IV 


Supplemental Unemployment Benefit Plans 


Within the past couple of years a significant proportion of new contracts 
negotiated between management and labour have incorporated the principle of 
the guaranteed annual wage. In practice, it is a system of supplemental 
unemployment benefit. 


These schemes provide for the establishment of a Fund built by employer 
contributions only, the average contribution being five cents per hour of 
earnings. Eligibility for benefit under the plans is dependent upon loss 
of work resulting from a lay-off and upon the receipt of unemployment insu- 
rance benefit. This latter requirement is waived however when the person 
concerned has not sufficient contributions to enable him to qualify for 
benefit or whose benefit has been exhausted. Supplemental benefit might 
also continue after termination of a benefit period. 


Each plan is studied by the Unemployment Insurance Commission and 
rulings given as to the relationship between payments under these plans and 
under Unemployment Insurance. In the plans which have been considered by 
the Commission the following rulings were handed down: 


1) that contributions into these particular Funds do not. constitute 
earnings within the meaning of the Act for purposes of making 
contributions and 

2) that payments made out of such a Fund do not constitute earnings 
for the purpose of entitlement to unemployment insurance benefit. 


The basis for these decisions was the lack of vested interest in the 
Fund on the part of the employee, who may receive a payment during a layoff 
even though no contribution was made into it during his employ (the Fund 
having reached the agreed level prior to his service) or if the assets are 
insufficient at the time of lay off, he may be ineligible to receive them. 


No information is at present available regarding the incidence of 


these payments to claimants for unemployment insurance benefit. 


Appendix V 


Fishing 


An important amendment to the Act providing for extension of Unemploy- 
ment Insurance coverage to fishermen, effective April 1, 1957, was passed in 
1956. 


Subsection 29 (2) of the Act gave jurisdiction as follows: 


1) Coverage can be applied to all commercial fishermen whether employed 
under a contract of service, working on a share basis or self-employed. 


2) Where there is no actual employer, the first buyer or the person who 
first acquires the fisherman's catch can be deemed to be the employer 
for the purpose of making the contributions. 


5 y ae 


Coverage applies to any person engaged in fishing for commercial pur- 
poses with certain exceptions. Contributions are required in respect of 
earnings acquired either by making a "catch" (includes products of the sea 
or other waters, suth as shellfish, Irish Moss, kelp, etc) or by doing work 
incidental thereto as a crew member. 


The following examples illustrate some of the cases in respect of which 
contributions are not required: 


(a) sales of fish for consumption (by buyer) or for use as bait or feed 
i.e., sales to householders, restaurants, institutions, minkfarmers, 
etc... 

(b) sales of fish scales, when sold separately and not as part of the 
catch. 

(c) seal fishing, unless under a contract of service 

(d) fishing in any week in which net earnings are less than $9.00 


The person designated as the "employer" under the Regulations is not 
himself insurable in respect of the same catch. The $4,800 ceiling appli- 
cable under section 27 of the Act does not apply to fishermen. 


_While contributions became payable on April 1, 1957, no person classi+ 
fied as a fisherman will be eligible to establish a benefit period before 
the week in which December 1, 1957 falls unless he has sufficient regular 
contributions to enable him to qualify under the regular provisions. As 
a result, fishing contributions are not used in computing claims filed prior 
to that week.

Adjudications on initial and renewal claims numbered 115,553 during August, 


and of these, 93,113 or 80% were considered "entitled to benefit"', While an almost 
equal volume of initial and renewal claims were adjudicated, only 70% of the initial 
as against more than 90% of the renewal were thus classified. A total of 18,826 
initial claims were shown as "not entitled to benefit", of which 11,328 or 60% were 
cases in which a benefit period was not established.

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During September a total of 124,949 initial and renewal claims for unemployment 
insurance benefit were received in local offices of the Unemployment Insurance Com- 
mission. This represents an increase of about 10% over the 115,287 claims recorded 
for August, but exceeds by more than 90% the figure of 65,007 shown for September 
1956. 


The count of claimants having an unemployment register in the "live file" at 
September 30 was 226,530, comprising 163,433 males and 63,097 females, compared to 
208,708 (146,959 males and 61,749 females) on August 30. On September 28, 1956 these 
figures were 128,440, 80,987 males and 47,453 females. The claimant group actively 
reporting as at September 30, 1957 thus represents an increase of almost 100,000 over 
the same date last year. The current data constitute 5.7% of the insured population 
at September 1, while for the same dates last year the percentage was 3.4, 


Males constituted 72% of the total claimants on September 30, compared to 70% on 
August 30 and 63% on September 28, 1956. The increase in the proportion of male 
claimants over 1956 is related to lessened activity in those industries such as con- 
struction, mining, etc., employing a high proportion of males. 


While claimants on the register two weeks or less currently represent a slightly 
higher proportion of the total (36.6%) than on August 30 (34.8%), or on September 28, 
1956 (35.4%), it is worth noting that the decline which occurred in the relative im- 
portance of the 13 weeks and over groups was more marked. On September 30, 1957, 
this group comprised 23.7% of the total, 26.9% on August 30 and 28.0% on September 
(28, 1956. This apparent levelling off in the duration of recorded unemployment is a 
factor offsetting the increase in the number of new cases, as represented by the 
initial and renewal claims filed. 
| 
| For the first time, information is presented this month on postal claimants. 
These are the claimants for whom the cost of return transportation to the local of- 
fice is excessive, i.e., exceeds 40 cents. Claimants falling into this category must 
file an initial or renewal claim in person (unless the return transportation cost 
exceeds $2.00), but subsequent reports are by mail, and since 1954, have been every two 
weeks, rather than weekly. Twenty percent of the claimants fall into this category. 


During September, adjudications on initial and renewal claims numbered 122,026, 
and 98,092 or 80% of the cases were considered "entitled to benefit". There is con- 
siderable contrast between the adjudications on initial and renewal claims, with 
about 70% of the initial claims considered "entitled to benefit" as against more than 
90% of the renewal. This is mainly because acceptance of a renewal claim does not 
involve re-examination of the claimants' record of contributions. Of the 20,316 ini- 
tial claims shown as "not entitled to benefit", 12,475 or 60% were cases in which a 
benefit period was not established. Disqualifications arising from initial, renewal 
and revised claims numbered 17,695, of which the chief reasons were: "voluntarily 
left employment without just cause'' 6,119 cases; "not capable of and not available 
for work" 4,236 cases and "refused offer of work or neglected opportunity to work" 
1,461 cases. 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 166,000 for Septem- 
ber, 155,100 for August and 99,100 for September 1956. 


New beneficiaries during September totalled 88,721, as against 78,252 for August 
and 40,640 for September 1956. In comparison with the September 1956 data, the cur- 
rent count of new beneficiaries is higher by 118%.

Benefit payments were at about the same level for September as for August but 
were well above payments in September 1956. During September a total of $13,809,589 
was paid as compensation for 663,958 weeks, compared to $13,033,311 and 651,389 weeks, 
during August, and $7,087,703 and 376,561 weeks during September 1956. The amount of 
benefit paid during September this year is thus almost double that for September 1956, 
while the number of weeks compensated are up by 75%. The higher rate of increase in 
the amount of benefit as compared with the weeks compensated is mainly due to the 
higher proportion of males who tend to be concentrated in the higher benefit rates. 


The average weekly rate of benefit was $20.80 during September, $20.01 during 
August and $18,82 during September 1956. 


Provincial data 


The sharp increase in the number of claims filed over September of last year was 
shared by all provinces. Increases in the totals for British Columbia (180%), and the 
Prairie Provinces (125%) exceeded the national average. The rate of increase for 
Ontario was of the same order of magnitude as the national average, while for Quebec 
and the Atlantic Provinces it was slightly below, at 80% and 67% respectively. In al 
provinces the increase in claims compared with last year is associated with a lower 
level of activity in industries employing a large volume of unskilled labor, e.8-; 
construction. While Alberta and British Columbia showed the largest percentage rise 
in the number of persons having a "Llive'' unemployment register at the month end this 
year over last (well over 100%), Quebec and Ontario, with increases of some 70%, 
accounted for two-thirds of the total increment. The relative increases in the re- 
maining provinces were: Newfoundland (75%), Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia 
(40%), New Brunswick (60%), Manitoba and Saskatchewan (45%) « 


The extent to which claimants have a substantial duration on claim varies within 
the provinces. As of September 30, 1957, more than 30% of "live claimants" in the 
Maritime provinces and Saskatchewan had been on the register a minimum of 13 weeks; 
in Newfoundland and Manitoba this proportion was between 25 and 30% and in Quebec, 
Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia it was between 20 and 25%. While the sex com- 
position of the claimant group varies substantially from province to province, the 
relationship between these two factors does not follow any consistent pattern, €.§. 
Newfoundland with a very high proportion (90%) of males shows about a quarter of all 
claimants on the register a minimum of 13 weeks, whereas Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan 
show over 30% of claimants in this category with the percentage of males being 80% an 
60%, respectively. It should be noted, however, that females account for a higher 
proportion of this duration group than they do of the total, e.g. they make up 28% of 
the total claimants but constituted 37% of claimants 13 weeks and over. 


The proportion of postal claimants varies substantially as between the provinces 
the highest proportion occurs in the Atlantic provinces and Saskatchewan, (New- 
foundland has the highest with over 65%) and the low point is reached in Ontario and 
Manitoba, where 20% are postal. 


The number of new beneficiaries during this September was considerably greater 
than last September in all provinces, the relative increase being over 100% in all 
cases except Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan, and in each of these 
provinces it was between 90 and 100%. 


Ontario was the only province for which the September benefit payments were in 
excess of August. Year to year comparisons, however, indicate that in Alberta and 
British Columbia, the excess was about 150%; in New Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario, it

was between 90 and 100%, in Prince Edward Teland-557% 


and in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
between 45 and 50%. 


Average weekly benefit rates differ appreciably within the provinces, ranging 
from a low of $17.89 in Prince Edward Island to a high of $21.93 in British Columbia. 
Ontario has the second highest rate ($21.52) while Newfoundland ranks third at $21.04, 
Provincial differences in average benefit rates are coupled with variations in wage 
rates and in the composition of the claimant group, both as to sex and dependency

The number of initial and renewal claims received at local offices of 
the Unemployment Insurance Commission rose by 34% during October to 167,363 
in comparison with the September figure of 124,949, and was 90% in excess 
of the 87,929 claims recorded for the same month last year. 


A total of 268,005 claimants, comprising 198,054 males and 69,951 
females, had their unemployment register in the "live file'' on October 31. 
This represents an increase of 41,475 or 18% over the September 30 count of 
226,530, (163,433 males and 63,097 females). On October SL, 1956, the 
totals were 139,377 (88,259 males and 51,118 females). The current situ- 
ation thus represents an overall rise of 128,628 in the number of active 
claimants this year over last, most of whom are males, the number of females 
having increased by less than 20,000. Claimants as at October 31 this year 
account for 6.8% of the estimated insured population for October 1, while 
for the same dates last year the percentage was 3.7. 


Males continue to comprise an increasing proportion of the claimant 
group, 74% on October 31, as against 72% on September 30 and 63% on October 
31, 1956. This is related to the high proportion of males in industries 
such as construction in which activity is currently reduced. 


There was a slight increase in the relative importance of claimants 
coming on the register during the current month, i.e., those on the register 
4 weeks or less. This category accounted for 53.3% of the current total as 
against 49.0% on September 30. At the upper end of the schedule, i.e., 13 
weeks or more on the register, a decline occurred, this group comprising 
23.8% on September 30 compared to 20.4% on October 31. Females constitute a 
higher proportion of the 13 weeks or more category (37%) than of the total 
(26%) . 


Twenty-nine per cent of claimants are "postal", i.e., they report by 
mail every two weeks as opposed to local claimants who report in person 
weekly. Thirty-one per cent of males and 25% of females are postal. 


Of 152,273 initial and renewal claims adjudicated during October, 
118,252 or 77% were considered "entitled to benefit''. A considerably higher 
proportion of renewal claims (93%) are considered "entitled to benefit" than 
of initial claims (66%), due primarily to the fact that adjudication on a 
renewal claim does not involve re-examination of a claimant's contribution 
record. Of the 29,310 initial claims considered "not entitled to benefit" 
20,608 or 70% were cases in which the benefit period was not established. 
Disqualifications on initial, renewal and revised claims totalled 19,930 
cases, the chief reasons being: "voluntarily left employment without just 
cause''’, 6,655 cases and "not capable of and not available for work" 4,226 
cases. A substantial number of disqualifications (1,155 cases) were imposed 
because separation from employment was due to labour dispute. 


The average weekly number of beneficiaries was estimated at 177,500 for 
October, compared to 166,000 for September and 95,500 for October 1956, The 
current estimate represents an increase of 86% over last year. 


During October new beneficiaries numbered 104,818 an increase of 18% 
over the 88,721 cases recorded during September and 109% higher than the 
50,123 cases shown for October 1956.

Benefit payments increased by about 20% over September, but were sharply 
above October 1956 (86% in the case of the number of weeks and 102% in the 
amount). The larger increase in the amount of benefit is associated with the 
higher proportion of male claimants who tend to be concentrated in the higher 
benefit rates. Payment data for October are: $16,331,548 and 780,961 weeks; 
for September: $13,809,589 and 663,958 weeks and for October 1956: $8,066,104 
and 420,207 weeks. 


The average weekly rate of benefit paid was $20.91 during October, $20.80 
during September and $19.20 during October 1956. 


Provincial data 


All provinces showed an increase in claims filed this October against 
October 1956; however the extent of these increases varied widely. Thus the 
increase was below 35% in Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia and went as 
high as 229% in Alberta. It should be pointed out however that claims from 
these three provinces constitute less than 10% of the national total. In 
Quebec and Ontario which together account for 60% of the total, the increases 
over last year were 75% and 85%, respectively. In Newfoundland, New Brunswick 
and Manitoba the percentage increase was in the area of 80%, for British 
Columbia it was about 125% and Saskatchewan 175%. 


The sex composition varies considerably within the provinces, the extremes 
being Newfoundland with 92% males and Manitoba with only 66% males. Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick are between 80 and 85 per cent males, while for the 
remaining provinces males constitute between 70 and 80 per cent of the claim- 
ants. 


The impact of new claims had varying effects on the average duration 
pattern between provinces. More than 60% of claimants (as at October 31) sin 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia had a maximum duration of four 
weeks on the register, while about 15% had been reporting for 13 weeks or 
more. In Newfoundland, Quebec and Manitoba some 55% had a maximum of four 
weeks, and about 20% had a minimum of 13 weeks. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Ontario these proportions were about 50% and, 257, 
respectively. 


The percentage of postal claimants tends to be lowest in those provinces 
where the population is concentrated in a large highly urbanized area, e.g. 
southern Ontario, or in a single metropolitan area like Vancouver or Winnipeg. 
In the current month about 20-25% of claimants on the register in these prov- 
inces were "postals'' as compared to percentages in other provinces ranging up 
to 70% in Newfoundland. In general for the provinces the percentage of postal 
tends to be higher among males. 


Comparison of the number of new beneficiaries during October this year 
with last year show rather marked variations between the provinces. The in- 
crease exceeded 100% in Newfoundland (126%), Ontario (106%), Saskatchewan 
(168%) ; New Brunswick, Quebec and Manitoba registered a 90% increase, while 
for Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia it was 50%. 
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In the provinces of Newfoundland, New Brunswick, Ontario, Alberta and 
British Columbia the amount of benefit paid during the current month exceeded 
by 100% or more the payments made in the same month last year. The lowest 
rate of increase was in Prince Edward Island (40%), the other provinces re- 
flecting an increase of between 60-90 per cent. 


The average weekly rate of benefit paid exceeded the national average 
($20.91) in British Columbia ($21.99), Ontario ($21.58), Alberta ($21.22) and 
Newfoundland ($21.21). Nova Scotia showed the lowest average, $17.91.

Postal claimants constituted 34 per cent of the November 29th claimant group, an 
increase of 5 points over the 29 per cent for October 31.

During November, the number of cases in which benefit periods were not established 
accounted for 82 per cent of non-entitlements on initial claims. This is compared to 
70 per cent for October and for November 1956. 


An increase of 28 per cent was shown in the estimated average weekly number of 
beneficiaries over October, but in comparison with one year ago the number has risen 
by 108 per cent. Benefit payments increased only slightly over October (about 15 per 
cent) but both the number of weeks and the amount of benefit were up substantially over 
last year (90 per cent in the case of weeks compensated and 105 per cent for benefit 
paid). The substantial rise in benefit payments is related to the increase in the

Provincial data 


The seasonal increase in claims filed in November was general throughout the prov- 
inces. More than half of the total increase (about 82,000) was accounted for by Quebec 


and Ontario (28,000 and 18,000, respectively), the increment for British Columbia being 
approximately 9,000. In the Atlantic provinces, the claims load this month was 11,000 
in excess of October, while for the Prairies it was 16,000. 


All provinces contributed to the higher claim load in November over last year. 


‘The percentage rise was in excess of the national increase (65 per cent) in the prov- 


inces of Quebec (77 per cent), Alberta (95 per cent) and British Columbia (74 per cent). 
In New Brunswick, Ontario and Saskatchewan the increase was between 60 and 65 per cent, 
in Manitoba 40 per cent, while in Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia 


this month's claim load was up by less than 20 per cent over last year.

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COMMENTARY 


The current issue includes a slight reorganization of tables particularly those 
presenting data regarding claims for seasonal benefit. In the past, during the period 
when seasonal benefit was applicable, certain tables related to both regular and sea- 
sonal claims while others presented only part of the picture covering seasonal benefit 
claims. Thus Table 3 provided complete coverage of claimants while in Table 2 "re- 
newal'’ seasonal benefit claims were not included. In presenting data on claims adju- 
dicated, in Table 4, the category "not entitled" included all claims on which a regular 
benefit period was not established. In view of the fact that a seasonal benefit period 
was subsequently established in the majority of these cases, this method of presenta- 
tion tended to overstate the cases "not entitled" and to understate the group "entitled 
to benefit". 


With the recent extension of the seasonal benefit period by eight weeks, it ap- 
peared desirable to integrate more fully the claims data. Thus, Part A now represents 
a complete integration of claims in respect of any kind of benefit, i.e., regular, sea- 
sonal or fishing. Part B provides separate data for seasonal benefit claimants on the 
register at the end of the month, showing fishing claimants separately. 


Users of the data should refer to the Appendix, which contains a glossary of terms 
based on this amended procedure. In addition, the procedures for handling seasonal 
benefit claims (including fishing) as outlined on page 11 have been presented in chart 
form on page 12. 


The number of initial and renewal claims for unemployment insurance benefit filed 
during December was 499,213, compared to 249,108 in November and 265,230 in December 
1956. The December figures for both years include claims for seasonal benefit, which 
was not applicable during November (see Appendix). 


Claimants having an unemployment register in the "live file'' on December 31 num- 
bered 744,248, comprising 18.5% of the estimated insured population for the beginning 
of the month. This represents a substantial rise over the November figure of 403,273 
and the December 1956 figure of 398,244. 


The increase in claims filed during December and in the number of claimants on 
the register at the end of the month over last year appears in large measure to be due 
to lower levels of activity in such industries as construction, logging and service. 
In part, it is also due to the inclusion of fishermen (about 8,000) among claimants for 
the first time and to some shift of seasonal benefit claimants from January to December, 
although the figures indicate that these were not the major factors in the increase. 


| Eighty-one percent of the claimants are males, as against 78% on November 29 and 
79% on December 31, 1956. This reflects the importance of reduced activity in indus- 
tries such as construction which employ a high proportion of males. 

| The distribution of claimants on the basis of duration on claim shows over 64% of 
the December 31 total with a record of four weeks or less. This category accounted for 
60% of the November 29 total, and 68% on December 31, 1956. At the upper end of the 
schedule the proportion of claimants having a minimum of 13 weeks on claim was 127 
(December 1957), 15% (November 1957) and 11% (December 1956). Males constitute a con- 
siderably smaller proportion of the longer term claimants (68% as of December 31) than 


of the total (81%).

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Postal claimants constituted 38% of the December 31 claimants, an increase of 
four percentage points over the 34% for November 29. As was the case in November, 
the increase occurred wholly among the males. Part of this increase is accounted 
for by seasonal benefit claimants, of whom 42% were postal, as against 37% of the 
regular claimants (85% of the fishing claimants are postal). 


Claimants unable to establish the right to any kind of benefit accounted for 
82% of those "not entitled to benefit" on initial claims. This is compared to 82% 
the previous month and 62% in December 1956. 


The estimated average weekly number of beneficiaries rose by 63% over November 
and was 138% above the figure for December 1956. Increases of the same magnitude 
were reflected in the number of weeks compensated but the amount of benefit paid 
during December was 68% over November and 155% in excess of the same month last year, 
Payment of seasonal benefit during the current month is a factor contributing to 
higher payments over both November 1957 and December 1956. Payments in respect of 
fishing benefit account for less than 1% of total payments. 


The average weekly rate of benefit paid rose to $21.63 during December. This 
is an increase of 4% over the November average of $20.87 and is 7% higher than the 
December 1956 average of $20.21. 


Provincial data 


The seasonal increase in claims filed was more marked in some provinces than in | 
others. In the Atlantic region and in Quebec and Ontario, initial and renewal claims 
rose during December by more than 100% while for the Prairie provinces and British 
Columbia the rate of increase was 75% or less. 


In comparison with December 1956 the rate of increase exceeded 100% only in 
Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and Ontario. It was 95% in New Brunswick, close 
to 90% in Nova Scotia and Quebec and between 60% and 70% in the Prairie and Pacific 
regions. 


Payments in all provinces increased substantially over November. The relative 
increase was 100% or more for Prince Edward Island, Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 85% 
for Quebec, between 70% and 80% in Alberta and British Columbia and between 50% and 
60% for Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Ontario. The impact of sea- | 
sonal benefit payments in Prince Edward Island (where they comprised 37% of provin- 
cial total) was considerably more marked than elsewhere, and this explains in part 
the higher payments to that province. In comparison with December 1956, current 
payments are in excess by more than 100% in all provinces except Newfoundland where 
the rise is 83%. The highest relative increase was in British Columbia, 170%. 


The average weekly rate of benefit was highest in British Columbia, at $22.85; 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island were low, at $19.32 and $19.53, respectively.

Procedure for handling Seasonal Benefit 
and Fishing claims under the Unemployment 


Insurance Act during the current seasonal benefit period 


Following are the main changes in the administration of seasonal benefit during the current 
season: 


1). Seasonal benefit is payable this year from December 1, 1957 to May 17 1958, 
compared to December 31 - April 20 last year. 


2). The maximum period has thus been increased from 16 weeks to 24, while the minimum 
has been raised to 13 weeks for claimants in class A, compared to 10 weeks, as 
formerly. The minimum for claimants in class B remains unchanged at 12 weeks. 


3). Fishermen will be considered for seasonal benefit only, prior to March 30, 1958, 
unless the contribution requirements under section 45 can be fulfilled without 
counting any fishing contribution weeks or if ordinarily employed on a year-round 
basis, he can fulfil the special contribution requirements applicable to fishermen. 
These latter requirements are not applicable before April 1, 1958. 


As in former years, commencing with the week in which December 1 falls, any claimant failing 
to fulfil the minimum contribution requirements under section 45 will have his claim considered 
nder the seasonal benefit provisions of the Act, sections 49 to 53. This will hold true also 

x fishermen, whose contribution records will first be examined to see if there are sufficient 
contributions under non-fishing employment to enable qualification under section 45. 


; An amendment to the seasonal benefit provisions of the Unemployment Insurance Act was 

effected by the passage of Bill Number 171, given Royal assent on November 28, 1957. ‘Two sub- 

fantial changes were introduced, the one granting extension to the period during which seasonal 

enefit is payable and the second involving a change of the formula for calculating the duration 
f seasonal benefit to claimants in class A. 


During the period December 1, 1957 to May 17, 1958, seasonal benefit may be paid to a 
claimant fulfilling either one of the following provisions: 


1). That he had made 15 contributions or more since March 30, 1957 (class A) or 
2). that he had a regular benefit period terminate since April 15, 1957 (class B). 


For claimants in class A, the two components of the amount of benefit entitlement are: 1) 

contribution weeks converted to benefit weeks and, 2) the weekly benefit rate corresponding 
o the claimant's average weekly contribution, since March 31. The conversion formula is five 
en weeks for every six contribution weeks, fractions of one-half or more being taken as one. 
The weekly benefit rates are those applicable under the regular terms of the Act. 


. Claimants in class B will be entitled to the amount of benefit established on the regular 
enefit period which terminated since April 15, 1957. In no case, however, shall the entitlement 
authorized in either class exceed the product of the number of weeks remaining between the date of 
blishment and May 17, 1958 and the weekly benefit rate. 


Claimants for seasonal benefit must comply with all the provisions of the Act, except those 
ferred to above. In the case of fishermen, however, the requirements covering the determination 
a "full working week"' and "availability" are waived during the seasonal benefit period. The 
edures involving handling of initial claims have been portrayed in chart form on page 12.

GLOSSARY OF TERMS 


Insured population: For purposes of this report, the insured population is 
defined as the number of persons estimated as currently in contact with the Unen- 
ployment Insurance Commission either as contributors or as claimants. 


Employed population: The number of persons estimated as currently contributing 
under the scheme, 


Claimant population: The count of persons having an unemployment register in 
the "live file" at the end of the month. 


Initial claim: An application for benefit from an insured person for whom there 
is no benefit period in existence. This category includes both regular and seasonal 
claims, since it is impossible to determine, at the time of filing a claim, the type 
of benefit for which the claimant will subsequently qualify. On an initial claim the 
claimants’ contribution history for the two years preceding the claim is recorded. 
This is required in order to test the claimant's attachment to insured employment and 
thus determine the type of benefit for which he is eligible, if at all. In cases of 
eligibility, this record is used to calculate the weekly rate of benefit and maximum 
entitlement for the benefit period. Only one initial claim is required for each 
benefit period. 


Benefit period: A period commencing with the week in which the initial claim is 
made, provided the qualifying conditions are fulfilled. The maximum length of the 
benefit period is 52 weeks, in the case of claimants qualifying under the regular 
terms of the Act. Seasonal benefit periods may be established only from December 1 to 
May 17, witha maximum length of 24 weeks. In either case, however, the benefit period 
terminates with exhaustion of benefit. 


Renewal claim: An application for benefit from an insured person during the 
currency of a benefit period. As in the case of initial claims, this category includes 
renewal claims from all classes of claimants, i.e., regular, seasonal and fishing. 


Initial and renewal claims filed: The number of new cases of recorded unemp loy- 
ee eNews Cidims riled 
ment among insured persons during a period. 


Revised claims: Those, other than initial or renewal, which must be considered 
by an insurance officer, e.g., involving dependency, extension of qualifying period, 
etc. A revised claim is thus an administrative device to initiate action for recon- 
Sideration of an existing initial or renewal claim. 


Unemployment register: A document prepared when the initial claim is taken and 
providing a means whereby a composite record of the claimant's weekly reports and of 
other action taken on the claim can be maintained currently. The upper portion of the 
document contains information on the personal characteristics of the claimant, i.e., 
name, insurance number, sex, occupation. On receipt of the adjudication, data perti- 
nent to the payment of benefit are recorded, i.e., the type of benefit to which the 
claimant is entitled, dependency status, weekly rate of benefit authorized, total en- 
titlement in terms of dollars, allowable weekly earnings and the date beyond which 
benefit may not be paid on this benefit period. Provision is made for recording 
changes in dependency status or other factors and disqualifications imposed. The 
lower or ledger portion serves to record information on the claimant's benefit status 
for each week reported, i.e., claimant is required to make a statement regarding his 
employment, earnings and unemployment for the week covered by the report, and this is 
recorded on the register, in addition to payments made. 
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Live file: The file of unemployment registers for claimants currently reporting 
to local offices. A claimant's unemployment register is placed in the "live file" at 
the local office as soon as the claim is forwarded for adjudication, and remains in 
the "live file" so long as the claimant reports as directed to the local office during 
the currency of the benefit period. It is removed from this file after the claimant 
fails to report over a certain interval; in the case of a claimant who reports weekly, 
this interval is ten days, while for one reporting once every two weeks the limit is 
twenty-one days. Claimants generally report in person once weekly, but the Commission 
has authority to vary this and does so, for example, when the return cost of ordinary 
transportation to the local office is excessive, in which case the claimant is directed 
to report by mail, once in two weeks (postal claimant). There are cases, too, in which 
the one-week report for claimants calling at local offices may be varied. This would 
occur during a period when the volume of claims being currently handled is excessive, 
and claimants would be asked to report, in person, once in two weeks. Due to these 
administrative procedures and because of cases in which the adjudication has not yet 
been received or the waiting period only served, the "live file" inevitably contains a 
number of cases on which no compensated unemployment is shown. 


Claimants having an unemployment register in the "live file”: A count of all 


unemployment registers, (regular, seasonal, fishing) in the "live file" at the close of 
business on the last working day of the month and used as a measure of recorded unem- 
ployment among insured persons at a point in time. 

Duration on the register: The cumulative number of weeks during which a claimant 
has reported to prove unemployment during the current period on claim. The count com- 
mences with the week in which the initial (or renewal) claim is filed and continues un- 
broken so long as the claimant continues to report as directed. Cases occur in which a 
spell of unemployment extends beyond the termination of a benefit period and a new 
benefit period is immediately established with no actual interruption of the period on 
claim. In such cases the cumulative number of weeks is transferred from the previous 
unemployment register to that covering the subsequent benefit period and the count con- 
tinued. This procedure applies also for contiguous periods on regular and seasonal 
benefit. Excluded from the count are any weeks for which a claimant reported "non- 
availability"' during a complete week. 


Entitled to benefit: For purposes of this report, this category comprises those 
adjudications arising from initial claims on which a benefit period (regular, seasonal 
or fishing) is shown as established and no disqualification imposed and adjudications 
indicating "approval" on renewal claims, either regular, seasonal or fishing. 


Not entitled to benefit: Claimants disqualified on initial and renewal claims, 
and those for whom the adjudication on an initial claim was to the effect that claimant 
was ineligible to establish either a regular, seasonal or fishing benefit period. 


Benefit period not established: The minimum contribution requirements for any 
type of benefit have not been met. This figure thus represents the net total of 
claimants with insufficient contributions to establish a benefit period under either 
the regular, seasonal or fishing benefit provisions. These provisions are outlined in 
footnote (2) and (4) on the flow chart of claims, page 12. 


Disqualification: A disqualification is imposed because of circumstances sur- 
rouncing the claim which render the claimant ineligible for the receipt of benefit 
either for a stated period or so long as the condition causing the disqualification 
continues. Where it is established that loss of employment was voluntary on the part 
of the claimant, i.e., he left employment of his own volition or was dismissed because 
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of misconduct, the maximum disqualification is six weeks; claimants participating in 
a labour dispute in which they are directly interested are disqualified for the dura- 
tion of the work stoppage. In assessing the number of cases of disqualification, no 
distinction is made as to the type of claim, hence disqualifications arising from re- 
vised claims are included. The cases mentioned here serve as examples only and do 
not constitute a complete summary of conditions under which a disqualification may be 
imposed. Sections 59-66 of the Act contain a description of these conditions. 


Persons commencing benefit on initial and renewal claims: The number of persons 


whose first benefit payment (either regular, seasonal or fishing) that month was the 
first on the current initial or renewal claim 


Weeks compensated: Calendar weeks in respect of which some benefit, either re- 
gular, seasonal or fishing, was paid. 


Amount of benefit: The sum of all benefit payments made during the month. This 
comprises regular, seasonal or fishing benefit. 


Complete week: A week in respect of which a claimant received the full weekly 
rate of benefit authorized on that benefit period. 


Partial week: A week for which a claimant received less than the full weekly 
rate authorized. A partial week may be due to excess earnings resulting in a reduced 
payment in direct proportion to the amount of such earnings. If a claimant was "not 


_ available for work" on any day or days during a week, a reduction will be made in the 


weekly rate proportionate to the number of days of "non-availability". A reduction 
will occur also if a portion of a week was designated as part of the prescribed 
waiting period. 


Excess earnings: Earnings during a week in excess of the allowable earnings for 
a claimant's weekly benefit rate. As an example, a claimant whose weekly rate is 
$30.00 may earn up to $13.00 in a week without suffering a reduction in benefit; 
however, in a week where he earns $15.00 his benefit will be reduced to $28.00. 


Beneficiaries: Persons who received one or more benefit payments. The esti- 
mate, based on the number of payment documents, represents the average weekly number 
of beneficiaries. 


Seasonal benefit: Benefit payable during the period December 1 to May 17 to 
certain classes of claimants unable to fulfil the requirements under the regular bene- 
fit provisions of the Act. 


Fishermen: For purposes of benefit, a fisherman is a claimant showing five or 
more fishing contribution weeks during the last 52 weeks. 


Fishing contribution week: Any week for which a fishing contribution is recorded, 
whether or not a contribution was made in respect of other insured employment. Spe- 
cially designed stamps are used to record insured employment in fishing and employers 
using the bulk pay method must report employee's fishing contributions separately from 
those relating to other insurable employment. 
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
